the Panama transaction from begin- 
ning to end. The men who attacked 
Mr. Root in the matter had not take;) 
the trouble to read the public docu- 
ments which would have 
InfortneJ 


them that Mr. Root had nothing to do 
with .the purchase, which was entire- 
ly arranged through the department 
of justice, under the then Attorney 
General Mr. Knox. Now, those stories 
as a matter of fact need no investiga- 
tion whatever. 
No shadow of proof 


has been or can be produced in be 
half of any of them. 
They consist 


simply of a string of infamous libels. 
In form they are in part libels upon 
individuals, upon Mr. Taft and Mr. 
Robinson, for instance. But they are 
in fact wholly and in form partly a 
libel upon the United States govern- 
ment. 
I do not believe we should 


concern ourselves with the particu- 
lar individuals who wrote the lying 
and llbelous editorials, articles from 
correspondents or articles in the 
news columns. The real offender is 
Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, editor and pro- 
prietor of the World. While the 
criminal offense of which Mr. Pulit- 
zer has been guilty is in form a libel 
upon individuals, the 
great 
injury 


done is In blackening the good name 
of the American people. 
It should 


not be left to a private citizen to sue 
Mr. Pulitzer for libel. He should be 
prosecuted for libel by the govern- 
mental authorities. 
In point of en- 


couragement of iniquity, in point of 
infalny of wrong-doing, there is noth- 
ing to choose between a public ser- 
vant who betrays his trust, a public 
servant who is guilty of blackmail, 
or theft, or financial dishonesty of 
any kind, and a man guilty as Mr. 
Joseph Pulitzer has been 
guilty in 


this instance. It is therefore a high 
national duty to bring to justice this 
vilifier of the American people, this 
man who wantonly and wickedly, 
without one shadow of justification, 
seeks to blacken the 
character of 


reputable private citizens, and to con- 
vict the government of his own coun- 
try in the eyes of the civilized world 
of wrong-doing of the basest and foul- 
est kind, when he has not one shadow 
of justification of any sort or de- 
scription for the charge he has made. 


Legal Action Threatened. 


The attorney general 
has 
under 


consideration the form in which the- 
proceedings against Mr. Pulitzer shall 
be brought. 
Meanwhile, I submit to 


you all the accompanying papers, so 
that you may have before you com- 
plete Information on the subject. 
I 


call your attention to my communica- 
tions in my messages to the congress 
of Jan. 20, 1902; March 11, 1903; Dec. 
3, 1903; Jan. 4, 1904, and Dec. 17, 
1906, in which I set forth at length 
the history of various phases of the 
whole transaction. I recall your at- 
tention to the report and opinion of 
the attorney general rendered to me, 
dated Oct. 25, 1902, with the accom- 
panying documents and exhibits. I 
call your attention to the correspond- 
ence of the officers and agents of the 
Panama Canal, company with the 
president and other officers of the 
United States printed in Senate Docu- 
ment No. 34, Dec. 10, 1»02. Also to 
the copy of the official proceedings of 
the_,New Panama Canal company at, 
Paris on the "30th of'JJecem'ber, 1903, 
together with a. report of the council 
of administration of that company, 
printed in Senate Document No i33, 
Jan. 28, 1904, and to the copy of the 
general conveyance by the new Pan- 
ama Canal company to the United 
States;" also copies of certain tele- 
grams from the president ol the com- 
pany making an offer of sale, and At- 
torney General Knox's cablegram in 
response, in Senate Document No. 
285, March 23, 1906. 


I call your attention furthermore to 


the exhaustive testimony recorded in 
the public document (Senate Docu- 
ment No. 401, Fifty-ninth Congress, 
Second Session), which contains the 
searching 
investigation 
into 
the 


whole transaction made by the con- 
gress for its information and fully 
considered by the congress before It 
took action. 


In the act approved June 28, 1902, 


To Provide For the Construction of 
a Canal Connecting the Waters of 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans," the 
congress provided as follows: 


"That the president of the United 


States is hereby authorized to ac- 
quire for and on behalf of the United 
States, at a cost not exceeding $40,- 
000,000, the rights, privileges, fran- 
chises, concessions, grants of .land, 
right of way, unfinished work, plants 
and other property, real, personal 
and mixed, of every name and nature, 
owned by the new Panama Canal 
company of France, on the isthmus 
of Panama, and all its maps, plans, 
drawings, records, on the isthmus of 
Panama and in Paris", including all 
the capital stock, not less, however, 
than 68,663 shares of the 
Panama 


Railroad company, owned by or held 
for the use and aid of the canal com- 
pany, provided a satisfactory title to 
all said property can be obtained." 


Shareholders of No Concern. 


It thereupon became tbe duty of 


the pres'dent in execution 
of this 


statute to purchase the property 
specified 
from 
the 
New Panama 


Canal company of France, provided 
be could obtain a satisfactory title. 
The department of justice was in- 
structed to examine tbe 
title and 


after such an examination Attorney 
General Knox reported tbat a satis- 
factory title could be obtained. Pay- 
ment of the purchase price was there 
upon made to the New Panama Canal 
company, in accordance with the act 
of tbe congress, and the property was 
conveyed by that company to the 
"United States. It was no concern of J 
tbe president, or any officer of the 
executive department, to inquire as 
to what the Xew Panama Canal com- i 
pany did with the money which it re 
celved. As a matter of fact the New 
Panama 
Canal 
company did 
dis- 


tribute the money between its share- 


French,court, and, the record*, of the

shareholders, , nvho,

money; but that Is no concern of 
ours. 


I call your attention to the accom- 


panying statement as to the attempt 
to form an American company, in 
1899, 
for the purpose of taking over 


the property of the French company. 
This attempt proved abortive. There 
was no concealment in Its effort to 
put through this plan; its complete 
failure and abandonment being known 
to everyone. The important points set 
forth in the accompanying 
papers, 


and In the papers to which I have 
referred you, are .as follows: 


The Investigation of the history, 


physical condition and existing value 
of the enterprise by the congress, re- 
sulting in the enactment of the law 
of 1902, authorizing the president to 
acquire the property tor the sum Of 
$40,000,000 upon securing a satis- 
factory title and thereupon to under- 
take the work of construction; the 
failure of the Americanization of the 
enterprise in 1899, the transmission 
by me to the congress from time to 
time of full information and advice 
as to the relations of this government 
to transit across the isthmus and un- 
der the treaties as to toe negotia- 
tions and final acquisition 
of the 


title, and later as to the progress and 
condition of the work of construction; 
the previous 
authorization 
of the 


sale to the United States by the stock- 
holders of the new company and their 
subsequent ratifications; the examina- 
tion and approval of the title by Mr. 
Knox; the arrangements for payment 
through J. P. Morgan & Company, 
as the fiscal agents of this govern- 
ment, and the payment accordingly 
at the bank of France upon proper 
official receipts to the liquidators act- 
ing under the decree of the French 
court, the French governmental body 
having jurisdiction in the 
matter;

Who such security 


holder* were was not our affairs. If, 
as a matter of fa<t, the canal cam 
pany, either or both, had been own- 


fld by American. citizens or by citl- 
xons 
of 
any other 
nationality, It 


would not have altered in the slight- 
est degree the action taken by this 
government. Our concern was to get 
the canal property which was owned 
by the French company, and to see 
that the title was clear. Our transac- 
tions were carried on openly, and 
were published in 
detail, and 
we 


dealt solely (BO far as the interests 
of the other Panama company were 
concerned) with the liquidator ap- 
pointed by the proper French gov- 
ernment body, the civil tribunal of 
the Seine, and in accordance with 
the decree of this same tribunal, with 
the New Panama 
Canal company, 


which also went into liquidation upon 
the sale to the United States. 


All our transactions were carried 


on openly and were published in de- 
taij. The distribution of our payment 
of $40,000,000 follows the award of 
the arbitrator chosen 
by the new 


company and the liquidator, author- 
ized by the decree of this same civil 
tribunal of the Seine, and providing 
for a dissemination of the proportion- 
ate division between the new and old 
companies. 
We 
paid

through the New York banking house 
of Messrs. J. P. Morgan & Company, 
acting as fiscal agents of this govern- 
ment, into the Bank of France in 
Paris. The receipts and accounts of

The New Panama Canal company 


of France is in liquidation, as the ac- 
companying papers set forth. This 
liquidated company received as its 
proportion of the $40,000,000 the sum 
of 77,000,000 france 
and 
this 
was 


distributed by the liquidation in three 
payments through four leading banks 
of Paris, covering a period of tha 
past four years and to shareholders 
numbering about 6,000. Every step 
of the transaction was not only taken 
publicly but was contemporaneously 
therewith advertised In the legal and 
financial papers or France, and the 
banks making the 
payments took 


proper receipts from all the parties 
to whom payments were made, as is 
customary in such cases. 


The capital of the New 
Panama 


Canal company of 'France was 65,000,- 
000 francs and the distribution thus 
made amounted to about 130 francs 
on each share of 100 francs. No divi- 
dends were paid during the 10 years 
of the company's existence. It there- 
fore resulted that the shareholders 
only recovered their original invest- 
ment with annual interest of about 
three per cent. 


The accounts and records of this 


liquidation, which was concluded in 
June last are on deposit with the 
Credit Lyonnaise of Paris as a proper 
custodian of the same, appointed up- 
on such liquidation.

Recently a re- 
a private indi- 


vldual to inspect the records of these 
payments, but answer was made by 
custodians that they saw no proper 
reason for granting such request by 
a stranger, and, inasmuch as the~e 
is not the slightest ground for sus- 
picion of any bad faith in the trans- 
action it hardly seems worth while to 
make the requests; but if the con- 
gress desires, I have no doubt that 
on the request of our ambassador in 
Paris, the lists of individuals will be 
shown him.

As a matter of fact there is noth-

The Sadducees -were the free thinkers of 


that time, *,\ho denied anything that they 
could not di»ceoi with their five senses and 
disbt_'lie\ed in a future existence, either by 
iLMinectloii or otherwise, etc. 


Our Lord's warning to' the disciples' to 


be« are of the leaven of tie Pharisees evi- 
dently meant for them to beware of the 
Doctnne and practises of both these op- 
posing classes, neither being right, but 
«rons both doctrinally and in practise— 
not oniy those who profess specially no 
faith, but also those -who profess both 
faith and holiness. They were to beware 
of the corrupi doctrines and practises held 
and disseminated by those who called 
inoniselves God's holy people. The disciples 
at nrst did not discern his meaning, but 
supposed that lie -was criticising them for 
not Lm*,iag made a proper provision for the 
needs of the company, having forgotten to 
renew the supply of bread; but Jesus cor- 
rected them and upbraided them for their 
lack of faith, and reminded them of tho 
miraculous feeding of five thousand, and 
subsequently of four thousand hungry peo- 
ple. He said. "How is it that you do not 
understand that I speak not to you con- 
cerni.'j bread, that ye should beware of 
the ItMM'n of the Pharisees and of the 
Sciiiducees:"'

Without reproving their particu- 


larity along these lines our Lord pointed 
out that there was hypocris-v in tills, be- 
cause they were quite careless respecting 
weightier matters of the Law—their deal- 
ings with their neighbors, etc. Our Lord 
charged them with performing a consider- 
able ii.irt of their religious services from 
pr/clp of heart, rather than from a true 
spirit nf rv\ erence and worship of God.

to be seen of men. prayed ia public places, 
di.sfiirured their faces when they fasted, se 
as to draw attention to themselves as spe- 
cially holy people, and -wore garments ic 
a manner to give similar impression. OUT 
Lord pointed out that they were forgetting,

Divine Law—to do justice to their fellow 
creatures. He pointe<l out that there was

leaven of the Pharisees and of the Snddu- 
cees of our day," even as our Lord warned 
the people of God In the end of the Jewish 
Age, 
the prototype of ours. Let us not fol- 


low the Sadducee spirit of our day Into 
Evolution theories. Higher Criticism, re- 
jection of the inspiration of the Bible, and 
the acceptance of human philosophies, as 
Instead of the Divine revelation. Neither 
let us go back to the Phnriseeism of tho 
past, to boast of perfection and righteous- 
ness, because of outward observances of 
religious rites and ceremonies and holy 
days, with a form of godliness without Its 
power in control of our lives. 
Let us 


neither condemn and persecute others, after 
the manner of the Inquisition of the Dark 
Ages, nor yet after the manner, the more 
refined form, of our own day—hypocritically 
affecting an outward holiness, which but 
evidences a bitterness of heart by anger, 
malice, envy, hatred, strife, evil-speaking— 
"AVorks of the flesh and of the devil." 


What, then, should be onr course, if we 


are to beware of these errors of the two 
extremes? We answer that the teachings 
apd example of Jesus are before ns as the 
only proper pattern: 


(1) Honesty—willingness to admit that we 


axe not perfect and that we cannot keep 
perfectly the Divine Law, which demands 
that "We shall love tbe Lord our God with 
all our mind, all our being, all our strength, 
and our neighbor as ourselves," thus hon- 
estly confessing onr own inability to com- 
mend ourselves to God as perfect and 
worthy of his smile and life eternal and 
being much more pleasing in his sight than 
.If we Indulged in false boastings of actual 
perfection, righteousness. 
We might de- 


ceive a few of our fellow men, but cer- 
tainly could not deceive the Lord, who, In- 
stead of favoring us, would repudiate us as 
unfit for the elect class which he ia now 
choosing. 


(2) Our honesty must be associated with 


humility, else it will still not profit ns, for 
the Lord's favors are extended to those 
who are both honest of heart and humble 
of mind. We must be humble" enough to 
confess our imperfections and to accept our 
Lord's proffered "grace,' that the merit of 
Christ's" feattflfiee' for \Stdam" and. bis -race 
may be applied individually to us. The 
Lord has made the gateway narrow and 
low, so that none but the honest and hnm- 
bie may enter the narrow way of this age, 
which leads to life eternal. 


(3) While honesty and humility may bring 


us as far as Justification by Faith, some- 
thing more is necessary before we can be- 
come members of the Body of Christ, the 
Church. The third step in the way which 
leads to glory, honor and immortality, and 
joint-heirship with the Redeemer in his Mil- 
lennial Kingdom, Is "grateful zeal." God's 
grace in providing a Redeemer for the 
world and in making us acquainted with 
that fact in advance and presenting to us 
Justification and Reconciliation 
through 


Faith in the precious blood of Christ, 
should lead us to gratitude and thankful- 
ness of such a kind as would make us zeal- 
ous'for the service of our God. As the 
Scriptures express it, "We love him, be- 
cause he first loved us." Whoever has not 
this zealous gratitude for mercies received 
is not eligible to the High Calling, and will 
fail to respond to God's invitation to take 
the fourth step, which would "Induct him. 
Into the "little flock" of spirit-begotten 
ones now undergoing trials and disciplines 
in the School of Christ—cbisellngs and pol- 
ishings designed to fit and prepare" them 
for the Kingdom. 


(4) The honest and humble and gratefully 


tealous are invited, of the Lord la the words 
of the Apostle, "J beseech- you,' brethren, 
by the mercies of God (already expressed 
In your Justification, etc,) that ye present 
your bodies living sacrifices, holy and ac- 
ceptable to God, and year reasonable serv- 
ice." 
(Rom. 12:1.) Accepting this invita- 


tion, these become the recipients of God's 
special providential care, under his guaran- 
tee that "All things shall work together 
for good to them that love him (the zeal- 
ous!}- grateful), the called ones according to 
his purpose." To these Is granted special 
nearness to the Lord and clearer light 
upon the Divine Word throush the holy 
spirit. As it is written, "The natural man 
re<-eivoth nol the things of the Spirit of 
<;od: for they arc foolishness unto him: 
fldthcr can he know them, because they 
ur<- spiritually dlw-ernpd. • • • But God 
hath revealed them unto us by bis Spirit: 
for Uie Spirit scnrolirth all things, yea. the 
<l<vj> thins-! of «<wl." (1 Cor. U:14. 10.) To

church. The flour represent* the Word of 
God's grace and Truth, \Uiieh -should eon 
stltnte tho nourishment for the "house- 
hold of faith." The leavru represents, the 
slu nnd error which, during the Dark Ages, 
was commingled with the Truth until the 
whole was 
leavened—the Doctrines set 


forth by the woman of the parable are as 
a whole, impure, thoroughly mixed with hu- 
man traditions and Error aud nipldly lead- 
lug on toward sourness and putrefaction. 
Nominal Christendom, estimated at 400.- 
OOO.IXX). Is in a ferment, because of this 
commingling of Truth and Hrror. aud the 
whole batch Is In danger of souring. 


In the type of Leviticus two leavened 


loaves were taken and b.iUed with lire aud 
by this process the leavening inttuences 
were arrested and those two loaves -neie 
presented to God. This represented two 
classes of the Church. One represented the 
"little flock." which will ultimately at- 
tain the prize of Brideship and Joint-heir- 
shlp. The other represented the Great Com- 
pany, which will come up out of great 
tribulation and. falling to reach the Throne 
and receive the crown, will, nevertheless, 
be blessed and honored by the Father with 
a place before the Throne, their final vic- 
tory being represented 
by their palm 


branches.—Rev. 7:9. 


But what shall we say of the remainder 


of Christendom, aside from these two com- 
paratively small aud very select classes? 
Other Scriptures intimate that the great 
mass are rapidly approaching the souring 
stage of putrefaction. The spirit of sel- 
fishness is rapidly preparing nomiual Chris- 
tendom for general disintegration, in which 
the Scriptures declare, "Every man's hand 
shall be against his neighbor, and there 
will be no peace to him that goeth out, nor 
to him that conieth in." 


This is the time of trouble which our 


Lord foretold would conie in this Age and 
work the overthrow of Christendom in its 
end, 
its harvest time, just as a typical 


time of trouble came upon the Jewish na- 
tion in the end of its typical harvest time. 
and overthrow its? polity—"There shall be a 
time of trouble such as was not since there 
was a nation."—Dan. 12:1. 


"Purge Out the Old Leaven." 


The Apostle, writing to the Church at 


Corinth (1 Cor. 5:6-S.), maintains the same 
view 'of leaven presented to us in the Law 
and by our Lord Jesus, that it represents 
sin, selfishness, error. He addresses the 
Church 
as 
unleavened, 
pure, 
cleansed 


through acceptance of Christ and the mer- 
its of his Sacrifice. H« points out to them 
that a spirit of worldliness and selfishness 
was creeping in and that, unless expelled, 
the effect would be to leaven the entire 
mass, the very thing which subsequently oc- 
curred. He gives us a very definite hint as 
to some of the forms of evil which the 
leaven would represent: (1) Fornication; 
(2) A slackness along- these lines on the 
part of many; (3) Malke; (4) Wickedness; 
'(5) Covetousness; (6)%-Extortion; and 
(7) 


Idolatry. 
, 


And those of us who are now seeking 


separateness from the world and from false 
doctrines and practises, do well to accept 
the Apostle's admonition given ia this con- 
nection, "Purge out,' therefore, the old 
leaven, that ye may he a new lump, as ye 
are unleavened. • * * Let us keep the 
feast, not with the old ^eaven, nor with the 
leaven of "malice and wickednesi. but with 
the unleavened 
bread of sincerity and 


Truth." Fornication, and everything allied 
to it, assuredly war against the soul of 
the New Creature and are contrary to the 
profession of consecration^to the Lord. Hav- 
ing turned away from sin, let us have no 
sympathy with any of the unfruitful works 
of darkness, by so walking in the light as 
to glorify our Father in heaven. Let us 
put away all malice—every unkind, unlov- 
ing sentiment or thought, including all 
evil surmisings, which surely lead on to 
the leavening of our hearts and the devel- 
opment of roots of bitterness, which, if 
persisted in, would ensnare many, and prog- 
ress from maliciousness and evil-surmisings 
and evii-sp.eajklngs and other wickedness. 


Let us a'lso beware of the leaven of cov- 


etousness, as a part of the leaven of the 
worldly spirit. "Thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbor's wife, nor his servants," nor his 
house nor lands nor honors. To do so would 
be to cultivate in yourself a spirit out of 
accord with that which God would ap- 
prove—a spirit of restlessness and dissatis- 
faction and nnhappiness. which would pro- 
ceed to more ungodliness. 
Faith in the 


love of the Lord aad in his providential 
care Is part of the .test which the Lord 
imposes, and the admission of covetousncss 
In our hearts has a deadening influence on 
this faith, without which it would be im- 
possible to please God. 


Extortion is another element of this leav- 


en of selfishness, of troridliness. Justice, 
as exemplified" in the Golden Rule, should 
guide and control our thoughts, and, so 
doing, will control also our words and our 
«cts, bring all these more and more under 
the domination of love, which delights In 
doing good, and not in Injustice and extor- 
tion. 


Idolatry Is another element of this world- 


ly leaven of selfishness, which wars against 
vs as New Creatures and, if entertained, 
would hinder onr progress in the character 
development necessary to a place In the 
Kingdom. The Idolatry practised by the 
heathen Is Insignificant and unimportant in 
comparison -with the idolatry of the more 
Intelligent of our lands—the placing of bus- 
band and wife, houses. lands, children, as 
idols of onr hearts and rendering to these 
our homage and sacrifices. The man of 
God may not set his chief affection upon any 
earthly thing, hot in everything first <chief- 
ly» on the groat prize, tbc Kinjrdom of God 
and its righteousness and solf-sacriiJcc and 
hanncmy with God. which arc conditions of 
his attainment of a share therein. 


Let vs pnt away, therefore, from our 


hearts aad minds 3<*aven of every kind, bolh 
doctrinal and practical, and let is be un- 
leavened aud »1n<XT« sod true to o«r God, 
to onr Covenant with him, and to 1>e obli- 
gation* whici he lias laid upas vs.

Sunday night preacher at the Trotes 
taut Episcopal Church of the Asceusiou 
In Xow York city, of which the Rev 
Dr. Percy Stickuey Grant is rector 
He is also one of the leading "scleji 
tific" Socialists in the -United States 
and is not of the milder Christian So 
cialist Fellowship, so the Marxian phi 
losophy aud all the allied teachings 
will be delivered to those who go to 
the new Chautauqua. 


Miss Lucy E. Smith transferred tiic 


property to him through her broker, 
John V. Alexander of Peekskill, and 
the preparations for the approaching 
season may begin at once. The land 
is on the road leading to the town im- 
mortalized as the birthplace of Chaun- 
cey M. Depew and is not far from 
Highland station, says the New York 
Herald.

"Mr. Keir Hardie expects to spend 


several weeks there, and several prom- 
inent Socialists from abroad besides 
him will deliver lectures. There will 
also be a botanist and a geologist, who 
will accompany the men on walks and 
point out to them the objects of nat- 
ural interest. I .have more kinds of 
rocks up there than on any similar 
patch of ground in the vicinity, and 
they are tilted just fo suit the observ- 
ing student of. strata. There are also 
trout brooks for ichthyologists. Dur- 
ing their stay most of the men will 
sleep and live generally in tents in the 
woods and fields." 


Mr. Irvine said that ultimately there 


would be a hall built on the place.

WIDE PATH FOR RAILROADS. 


Public Service Board's New Plan For 


Preventing Forest Fires.". 


As the railroads object strongly to 
he proposition to use oil, as fUel on 
their Adirondack lines owing to the 
expense, the public service commis- 
sion, Second district, -which is investi- 
gating the subject of forest fires, is 
considering ail alternative plan of cut- 
ing along the line of the railroads a 
wide dirt way in which sparks from 
he engines would fall, says an Albany 
dispatch. A new law would be neces- 
sary to permit the clearing of state 
forest lands along the roads. 


The commission as a result of its in- 
'cstigation has learned that sparks 
'rorn engine stacks are not the only 
railroad source of forest fires. The 
burning coals that drop from the ash 
»it of the engine, they have discov- 
ered, are often the direct cause. If 
coal Is to be used In tbc future the 
•ommisslon will insist that something 
be done in addition to the widening 
of the right of way to minimize the 
[anger from burning coals as well as 
Itvui sparks.

poplar chest owned iby Mrs. Frank J. 
Maurath of the Jutiew 
apartments. 


The chest has four drawers and is of 
the finest Honduras mahogany. The 
chest of great antiquity, was brought 
to America from England a couple of 
centuries ago. Burned in the lid of the 
chest is the word "Kilimajaro, 1691, 
bng.," testifying as to the great age 
of the old fashioned caest. 


An old davenport, tnought to be at 


least 12o years old, tis owned by

Miss Kline of Dayton. 
It is of the 


finest San Domingo crotch mahogany 
and has been, in .the Kline family for 
many generations.

has been broken off from
